Carbon Monoxide Blamed for 
Many Frankfort Mine Deaths 


CHICAGO—(AP)—Carbon monoxide gas probably killed more of 


the 120 victims of the West Frankfort coal mine disaster than is 
generally known, a surgeon reports. 


Dr. John E. Summers, chief sur- — 
— 


geon of the United Mine Workers 
hospital at West Frankfort, re- 
ported his finds in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 


He said carbon monoxide gas 


spread through the mine so swiftly 
that dead birds were found lying on 
the floor of a mine shaft elevator 
two miles away only a few minutes 
after the explosion. 


The birds had been roosting In 


the warm air above the elevator. 


Dr. Summers said five men who 


survived the Dec. 21, 1952, blast 
and were later treated at the hos- 
pital showed evidence of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Two of them 
died later. 


Carbon monoxide is produced by 


the combusion of methane gas. 


"It is my opinion that «, larger 


percentage of the men were killed 
by carbon monoxide than is gen- 
erally known," he said. 


Other causes were the explosive 


force' of the blast, the flash fire 
and falling objects, he said. He 
added: 


One of the mine survivors, who 


was two miles from the actual 
explosion attempted, with another 
miner, to shut the steel safety 
doors to the mine shaft but was 
unable to do so because the doors 
had been blocked open with vari- 
ous equipment 


"He then rushed toward 
the 


mine shaft to escape and lost con- 
sciousness BS he fell near the ele- 
vator. Prior to losing conscious- 
ness, h« noted there were^ dead 
birds lying on the elevator floor."

It's Time lo Curb Blind 


Mud-Slinging in Campaigns 


The day will likely never come when campaigning politi- 


cians consistently employ the reasoned argument of the law 
courts and exhibit the polished manners of the gentlemen s 
clubs. But that doesn't mean there is no point in trying to 
elevate the standards of political combat. 


Sen. Mike Monroney, Oklahoma Democrat, recently 


bobbed up with a concrete proposal to do just that. He wants 
to create a three or five-member fair elections commission 
to conduct on-the-spot inquiries into campaigns and censure 
unfair practices. 
. 
The idea, of course, would be to discourage irresponsible, 


mud-slinging activity by candidates seeking either a seat in 
congress or the presidency. Monroney believes that the com- 
mission needs older statesmen as members if it is to be ef- 
fective. Only men of that standing would be accepted as 
above -the partisan strife.* 
* 
» 


On the face of it, there is a lot to be .said for this plan, or 


one with this general aim. Campaigning in the United States 
has always been a pretty rough and tumble affair. But of 
recent years it has frequently been dragged to unparalleled 
depths by resort to defamation and scurrility. 


Here and there in the congressional campaigns of 1950 


tactics were used which any American who honors fair play 
could only view with shame. 
There is already ample evi- 


dence that the pattern thus established is being repeated in 
1952.The feeling seems to have got about that the end justi- 
fies the means, the important thing is to elect or to defeat; it 
matters not how this is accomplished. 


Politics never was an enterprise for the thin-skinned- A 


candidate has to expect abuse and a stretching of the facts. 
But there is a 'limit to everything. And any politician or 
citizen who believes that unbridled and venomous attacks 
are legitimate strategy has lost all touch with the American 
tradition. 
*

* 


We like to look down our noses at the "fanatics" of the 


Middle East, and other areas who today are stirring so much 
trouble in the world. Yet there is in this country an oc- 
casional display of extremism which is not easily distin- 
guished from the antics of the Arab nationalists. 


The Middle Eastern extremist includes assassination in 


his bag of tricks. Our more violent campaigners seldom go 
that far. But they do not shrink from assassinating charac- 
ter. There is perhaps some question which type of assault 
is the less kindly. 


Lawmakers who revere the American tradition of fair 


play, who believe in honest presentation of men and issues, 
ought to take a good look at Monroney's plan. 
Future of Sudan Should Be Up lo UN 


Reports are growing that the new Egyptian government, 


unlike its predecessor, is in a mood to discuss the West's pro- 
posal for a Middle East Command to protect the Suez and 
other vital points. 


If the accounts are accurate, however, the Egyptian 


terms are something less than ideal. They are said to want 
the British garrison removed from Suez and King Farouk 
recognized as king of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 


If British evacuation could be made contingent upon im- 


mediate replacement by a combined Middle East Command 
force, the requirements of adequate defense would seem to 
have been served. 


The Sudan issue is something else. That territory has 


been jointly governed by Britain and Egypt. Last fall the 
Egyptians summarily terminated the existing agreement and 
announced they were taking over full control. 


The Sudanese themselves have indicated no desire for 


life under the Egyptians. 
It was the British aim to move 


them steadily toward self-government, and they had been 
making good progress. 


In all fairness, the future of Sudan would appear to be 


a question for the United Nations—not Egypt—to settle.

I liked the line in the editorial 


column—"You cannot combat 24- 
hour-a-day militancy with no mili- 
tancy at all."

night? I suppose almost everyone 
was busy thinking up rebuttals to 
Sen.

I'd have asked the college presi- 
dent who thought six months of 
training would create so much 
confusion in young men's thinking. 
"Doesn't college create confusion 
in young people's thinking, too?" 


I remember how my history pro- 


fessor tore down the character and 
accomplishments of every man 
who, up to college time, 1 had 
considered a hero. He did this 
viciously and not just to give them 
enough faults to make them seem 
human. I was confused! So are the 
unfortunates who come under the 
influence of left-wing teachers. 
Too often, as in the case of the 
American girl who works lor the 
Russian Tass news agency, college 
students ARE influenced to be- 
come Reds by college teachers or 
by other students.

tellectual militancy displayed in 
speeches and articles by college 
professors.

people did to the British." 


And just how much difference,

I suppoe I should go along with 


the majority and fight UMT. 1 
would under one condition—that 
they promise me to sanction and 
put into action a better system ot .

But, oh dear, that 
would take the boys away for six 
months or more, too, and they'd 
have to be in army camps! Now 
honestly, how many of you are op- 
posed to just UMT?

)ublication and the delegation of 
authority to enforcement agents 
have drawn the fire of spokesmen

May Gel Income 
Tax Break Soon 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Widows 


and widowers who are trying to 
run a home, look after junior and 
earn a living too, may eventually 
get an income tax break. 


Rep. 
Edna Kelly 
(D-NY) is 


sponsoring a bill to allow widows 
and widowers to 
deduct from 


their income tax within limitations 
the amount 
they must 
pay to 


have their children cared for at 
home while they work. 


The tax issue, which has the 


earmarks of becoming a lively 
one was raised recently by Dis- 
trict Judge Sarah T. Hughes of 
Dallas, Tex., president of the Na- 
tional Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's Clubs. 


Judge 
Hughes says working 


women are "good and mad" be- 
cause they cannot deduct 
from 


their income tax money spent to 
run their households while they 
are earning or helping to earn a 
"iving for their children. 


The judge pointed out the law 


allows deductions for 
expenses 


necessary to earning an income— 
business entertaining, 
travel ex- 


penses, dues for membership in 
professional organizations and so 
on. 


Under Rep. Kelly's bill widows 


and widowers could deduct 
the 


ull amount of cash wages paid to 
a housekeeper or nursemaid only 
f their gross income is not more 
.han $3,000. Those in higher in- 
come brackets could deduct only 
a portion or none. 


Thus if a widow made '$3,200 


adjusted gross icome and paid out 
~600 for someone to care for her 
hildren she could 
de'duct 
only 


$•100. 
If she made 
$3,600 
she 


could deduct nothing. 


The measure does not cover day 


;ursery care. Nor does it provide 
or home care in the case of an 
11 spouse or aged parent.

ASHTOJN— (Special) — Officials 


of School District No. 271, cur- 
rently involved in several suits 
from fringe areas desiring to re- 
move their areas from the dis- 
trict, have prepared a summary of 
improvements drafted primarily, 
as an answer to those critics. 


Declaring that changes were in- 


troduced in the district with the 
desire of improving the education- 
al opportunities,, the statement 
further declared that many of the 
changes were new to the area but 
have been in operation in nearby 
areai. for many years and are 
therefore not really new. 


The statement also pointed ,out 


that "District 271 has- never made 
the claim that our schools have 
been improved to the point where 
we can be satisfied with the re- 
sults, but improvements have been 
instituted." 


List Improvements 


Here were some of the changes 


introduced, according to school 
officials:

"I believe that the crime was 


committed by more than one per- 
son. I believe it would have been 
difficult to execute that crime 
without the assistance of some- 
one who was inside either the 
Lindbergh or the Morrow house- 
hold." 


Visited Kidnaper 


Hoffman, now director of the 


state 
division 
of employment 


security made the statement when 


asked if his views today differed 
from those he once held. His In- 
tervention In the case as governor, 
including a secret visit to Haupt 
mann in the death house, stirred 
wide controversy. 


The tragic kidnap story was 


one of the nation's most cele- 
brated criminal cases.
